TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
WHITBY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

It  is  tempting  to  repeat  the  closing  sentiment  from  the 
introductory  letter  of  last  year’s  report — is  the  Council  satisfied 
with  Its  progress  iin  any  major  field — for  it  seems  to  the  Public 
Health  Officers  that  progress  with  public  works  hats  been 
disappointingly  slow  during  1966.  This  is  a  great  pity,  because 
trading  concerns  appear  to  be  thriving.  The  harbour  trade  is 
given  later  in  the  report  and  the  figures  speak  for  themselves, 
and  there  are  two  new  factories  at  Helredale  which  have  not 
been  previously  mentioned  in  this  booklet. 


In  the  report  for  the  year  1962,  a  decline  in  the  average 
haemoglobin  level  of  healthy  young  women  was  noted.  Since 
then  the  average  value  has  tended  to  be  lower  still.  The  average 
levels  are  worst  during  the  holiday  period  and  immediately 
after  it,  May,  August  and  September. 

It  seems  possible  that  this  is  associated  with  exhaust 
fumes  from  motor  vehicles,  which  contain  carbon  monoxide  and 
lead,  where  tetraethyl  lead  is  used  as  an  additive.  When  a 
lot  of  cars  become  stuck,  with  engines  running  in  a  confined 
street  like  Baxtergate,  there  must  be  a  considerable  accumulation 
of  fumes,  which  would  particularly  affect  women  shopping  in 
such  streets.

COMMENT  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

As  there  were  no  deaths  recorded  in  males  between  the 
ages  of  2  and  31  years  (and  in  females  between  the  ages  of  2  and 
33  years)  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  average  age  of  Whitby 
male  deaths,  73.5  years,  is  the  highest  recorded. 

There  were  more  than  the  average  number  of  deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  breast  than  in  any  other  year  recorded.

LOCAL  HEALTH  SERVICES  PROVIDED  IN  THE  AREA 
BY  THE  NORTH  RIDING  COUNTY  COUNCIL. 

Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

The  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  are 
held  at  Grape  Lane,  Whitby,  each  week,  on  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  afternoons,  respectively. 

Sleights  I.W.C.,  at  Sleights  Institute,  is  held  on  the  third 
Monday  each  month.  Though  situated  in  the  Rural  District 
area,  mothers  from  the  Briggswath  area  find  it  a  convenient 
centre  to  attend. 

When  required,  patients  attending  these  Clinics  may  be 
referred  to  the  following  special  clinics,  also  held  at  Grape  Lane,

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  is  available  to  any  patient  who 
desires  it. 

Health  Visiting. 

There  are  two  Health  Visitors  for  this  district,  and  their 
first  duty  is  the  visiting  of  homes  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
advice  as  to  the  care  of  young  children.  It  is  their  duty  to  visit 
every  home  where  there  is  a  child  below  school  age,  so  that  the 
mother  may  be  encouraged  to  discuss  even  the  most  trivial 
worry  with  the  Health  Visitor,  who  may  then  re-assure  her  or 
get  her  to  seek  expert  advice. 

In  addition,  they  visit  and  advise  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers,  persons  suffering  from  illness,  including  tuberculosis, 
and  aged  persons. 

Home  Nursing. 

When  called  for  by  the  family  doctor,  the  District  Nurse 
will  attend  persons  who  require  nursing  in  their  own  homes. 
In  case  of  difficulty,  messages  for  district  nurses  can  be  left  at 

the  District  Health  Office,  Grape  Lane,  Whitby  (Tel.  Whitby 
520). 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

Vaccinations  and  immunisations  against  Poliomyelitis, 
Diphtheria,  Small  pox  and  Whooping  Cough  were  done  by  family 
doctors,  or  at  the  infant  welfare  centres.  In  addition,  it  has 
been  routine  practice  during  the  year  for  Dr.  Binns  and  I  to  offer 
boosters  to  schoolchildren,  as  follows  :  — 
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Poliomyelitis. — On  school  entry. 

Diphtheria. — During  second  year  at  school. 

Smallpox. — During  third  year  at  school. 

Routine  turbereulim  testing  of  13  year  olds  is  undertaken 
by  the  School  Health  Service  in  the  Whitby  area,  and  of  those 
showing  negative  reaction  to  the  skin  test,  151  were  given 
B.C.G.  vaccination.  Positive  reactors'  were  referred  to  the  Mass 
Radiography  Unit. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Two  large  ambulances  and  two  light  ambulances  are 
housed  in  a  garage  off  Stakesby  Road,  Whitby. 

Escort  duties  in  the  ambulance  service  have  been 
undertaken  by  members  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 

Domestic  Help  Service. 

Helps  are  provided  when  necessary,  and  74  cases  in 
the  Urban  District  received  assistance  during  1966. 

Payment  for  the  service  of  a  domestic  help  depends  on 
income  and  necessary  expenses,  and:  varies  from  a  possible  full 
rate  oif  4s.  7d.  an  hour  to  a  free  service. 


Mental  Health  Services. 

The  Mental  Health  Services  are  administered  direct  by 
the  County  Council!.  The  Duly  Authorised  Officer  for  the  area 
operates  from  The  District  Welfare  Office,  Grape  Lane,  Whitby. 
Tel  No.  Whitby  235. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care. 

An  active  Voluntary  Care  Committee  serves  the  needs 
of  the  area,  its  chief  functions  being  to  provide  extra 
nourishment,  clothing,  bedding,  medical  comforts,  nursing 
equipment,  etc.,  and  to  do  everything  possible  for  the  welfare 
of  sick  persons. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Care  Committee,  Mr.  K.  Birdsall.  is 
unfortunately  ill,  but  the  following  information  is  available. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1967,  the  following

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  an  Annual  Report 
of  the  work  in  my  Department  for  the  year  1966. 

A  full  technical  staff  through  the  year  has  enabled  work 
to  proceed  smoothly. 

Hopes  were  raised  last  year  in  that  improved  progress 
in  house  building  might  continue,  unfortunately,  this  has  not 
been  the  case. 

The  prolonged  negotiations  regarding  the  provision  of 
new  and  improved  slaughtering  facilities  is  extremely  frustrating 
as  is  the  apparent  lack  of  progress  of  sewerage  and  refuse 
disposal  schemes'. 

The  co-operation  and  help  one  receives  from  members  of 
vbe  Council  and  staff  is  always  worthy  of  comment  and 
appreciation.

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  supply  and  distribution  of  water  is  undertaken  by 
Scarborough  Corporation  administered  by  a  Committee 
comprising  of  members  drawn  from  each  Local  Authority 
served. 

A  storage  reservoir  at  Randymere  in  the  surrounding 
rural  district  supplies  service  reservoirs  at  Castle  Park  in  the 
urban  district  from  where  distribution  takes  place. 

The  quality  of  water  supplied  is  uniformly  good  and 
regular  sampling  proves  this. 

No  restrictions  on  supplies  were  necessary  during  1966 
and  it  is  noted  that  work  has  commenced  in  preparation  to 
extract  water  from  the  river  Esk  which  will  improve  supplies 
considerably. 

From  figures  given  by  the  Water  Engineer  5055  premises 
are  served  with  a  piped  water  supply  and  there  are  no  premises 
not  connected  to  the  public  supply.  There  are  no  private 
suppliers  of  water. 

SEWERS  AND  DRAINS. 

The  scheme  for  sewering  Ruswarp  and  Briggswath  has 
not  yet  left  the  paper  stage  which  is  unfortunate  and 
disappointing  when  apparently  such  a  good  start  was  made  in 
1963. 

Continued  deficiences  in  the  staff  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  is  holding  up  progress  on  other  schemes  of  sewerage 
which  are  becoming  more  urgent  and  more  costly  as  time  goes 
on. 

A  small  scheme  of  sewer  replacement  carried  out  on  the 
Harbour  side,  between  Tate  Hill  Pier  and  the  Fish  Pier,  will 
obviate  pollution  at  a  point  which  is  a  popular  children’s 
playground. 

Sewage  disposal  is  by  Sea  Outfall  and  is  faultless. 
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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Sewage  pollution  of  the  Esk  is  almost  negligible,  even 
more  will  this  be  so  when  the  Briggs  wath/Rus  warp  sewerage 
scheme  is  carried  out ;  then  a  good  proportion  of  the  tidal  part 
and  all  the  non-tidal  part  of  the  river  will  be  clear. 

SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

By  the  year  end  all  known  premises  coming  within  the 
provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 
were  registered  and  had  had  at  least  one  inspection. 

There  are  213  premises  on  the  register  to  which  182  visits 
of  inspection  were  made. 

52  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  discovered  and 
remedied  by  informal  action. 

Only  one  accident  was  reported  and  investigated. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  four  Sites  in  the  Area  which  cater  for  132 
caravans  including  ten  sites  for  touring  caravans. 

All  the  sites  are  maintained  in  a  reasonable  condition 
though  the  excessive  rains  during  the  summer  posed  great 
difficulties  for  site  owners. 

Caravan  holidays  seem  to  be  becoming  more  popular  than 
ever  and  the  demand  for  sites  ever  increasing.  Until  more  sites 
are  available  overcrowding  on  existing  sites  is  a  serious  problem 
particularly  during  August. 

Tented  camping  is  also  on  the  increase  and  the  lack  of 
suitable  available  sites  adequately  maintained  is  an  urgent 
matter  requiring  immediate  attention. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  no  registered  Offensive  Trades  in  the  Area. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the 

Area. 
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SWIMMING  POOLS. 


The  facilities  as  reported  on  fully  in  1960  remain  the 

same. 


Again  poor  summer  weather  precluded  the  use  of  the 
Open  Air  pool  to  a  large  degree. 

Proper  attention  is  given  to  the  chlorination  and  filtration 
of  the  water  in  the  Pool  and  on  no  occasion  was  there  any  cause 
for  complaint. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  more  progress  cannot  be 
made  towards  the  provision  of  an  indoor  swimming  pool  when 
all  the  year  round  use  could  be  made  of  the  facilities. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

Adequate  provision  is  available  throughout  the  town  for 
this  service. 

Irritating  and  seemingly  senseless  small  acts  of 
vandalism,  causing  damage  to  fittings,  which  take  place 
frequently  must  surely  ibe  the  result  of  distorted  minds  as  it  is 
impossible  to  see  what  satisfaction  any  normal  person  can  gain 
from  such  acts. 


FACTORIES. 

Apart  from  four  premises  all  factories  within  the  Area 
employ  only  a  few  people  and  three  of  these  premises  are 
comparatively  new. 

Routine  inspections,  mainly  carried  out  for  other 
purposes  at  the  same  time,  show  no  reason  for  complaint. 

Increasing  trade  in  the  Harbour  shows  a  need  for  toilet 
facilities  on  the  Wharf  and  whilst  temporary  arrangements  have 
been  made  it  is  hoped  that  permanent  and  more  satisfactory 
facilities  will  be  provided  at  an  early  date. 


CLEAN  AIR. 

It  has  been  unnecessary  to  take  any  action  for  Industrial 
Smoke  nuisance  during  the  year,  nor  has  it  been  considered 
necessary  to  proceed  with  any  smoke  control  areas. 
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NUISANCES. 


169  complaints  of  nuisances  were  investigated  and  160 
nuisances  found  all  of  which  were  remedied  by  informal  action. 


VERMIN  INFESTATION. 

This  work  again  shows  decreasing  tendencies  due,  it  is 
considered,  to  the  very  efficient  “  do  it  yourself  ”  packs  of 
insecticides  and  the  higher  standards  of  living  by  which  people 
are  intolerant  to  vermin  infestation. 

The  services  of  the  Department  were  called  to  but  a  few 
cases  of  wasps. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

No  major  infestation  of  either  rats  or  mice  were 
encountered  during  the  year.  This  is  a  result  of  prompt 
notification  by  house  and  property  owners,  when  immediate 
attention  can  be  given,  coupled  with  regular  treatment  of 
Hatbour  side  and  Piers.  A  10%  treatment  of  sewer  manholes 
showed  no  infestation  of  the  towns  sewers. 

There  are  several  known  places  which  regularly  seem  to 
attract  rats  and  these  are  kept  under  observation  and  treated 
when  necessary. 

51  complaints  were  received  and  dealt  with  involving  127 

visits. 

All  premises  are  now  treated  free  of  charge. 


HOUSING. 

4  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  and  1  by  private 
enterprise.  There  are  280  applicants  for  Council  Houses. 

Again  disappointment  must  be  expressed  at  the  absurdly 
low  rate  of  house  building.  Hope  was  expressed  last  year 
that  some  houses  would  be  completed  on  the  Low  Stakeslby 
Estate  but  the  year  has  gone  without  even  a  start  being  made. 

Thirteen  Discretionary  Grants  to  six  tenanted  and  seven 
owner/occupier  houses  amounting  in  total  to  £2,777  were  made, 
as  well  as  two  Standard  Grants. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


Some  little  progress  has  been  made  towards  the 
provision  of  improved  disposal  methods  and  this  section  of  the 
Department  carries  on  only  with  great  difficulty. 

The  collection  service  has  been  improved  by  altering 
collection  schedules  and  a  spare  vehicle  is  now  available ;  were 
it  only  possible  to  maintain  a  full  working  staff  of  men  this 
side  of  the  service  is  as  near  perfect  as  possible. 

Increasing  bulk  of  household  refuse  is  still  a  problem 
and  one  which  will  continue  until,  in  the  near  future,  vehicles 
of  a  larger  carrying  capacity  will  be  needed. 

A  total  of  3,167  loads  of  refuse  was  dealt  with  by  the 
Plant.  2,552  loads  brought  in  by  our  own  vehicles,  258  by 
private  persons,  2  loads  by  the  Rural  District  and  355  by  trades 
people.  In  addition,  782  loads  of  paper  were  collected  separately 
for  delivery  direct  to  the  presses. 

The  disposal  of  bulky  articles  of  furniture,  etc.,  is 
increasing  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to  be  of  assistance 
in  this  direction.

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MEAT  INSPECTION. 


An  increase  of  702  animals  over  last  year  is  recorded, 
making  a  total  of  34,799, 

All  animals  slaughtered  are  inspected  at  the  time  of 
slaughter  and  a  full  time  Meat  Inspector  is  engaged  for  this 
purpose. 

Considerable  overtime  is  still  necessary  to  carry  out  this 
work,  which  amounted  to  72 1^  hours  during  the  year. 

An  attempt  was  made  by  the  Council  to  abolish  Sunday 
slaughtering,  but  the  Ministry  upheld  an  appeal  by  the 
slaughterhouse  operator  against  the  decision. 

It  is  considered  that  until  the  long  awaited'  improvements 
to  the  slaughter  house  are  complete,  excessive  overtime  will 
be  necessary  in  order  that  an  efficient  service  can  be  given. 

Income  from  inspection  charges  amounted  to 
£1,530  18s.  3d. 

16  tons  6  cwts.  3  qrs.  of  meat  were  rejected  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption,  1,964  lbs.  of  which  was  tubercular.  These 
figures  may  be  distorted  by  the  relatively  large  number  of 
“  casualties  ”  dealt  with  and  the  fact  that  the  slaughterhouse 
is  used  for  re- actors  and  contacts  by  the  Veterinary  profession 
in  the  Tuberculosis  Eradication  scheme. 

Fairly  regular  use  is  made  of  the  Veterinary  Laboratory 
at  Thirsk,  where  specimens  are  sent  for  identification  and  by 
this  means  occasional  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  found  and 
notified  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer.
